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The following is a transcription of Officer Ryan Stinnett. This interview is being conducted at the National 
City Police Department. Present in the interview are Detective Antonio Ybarra, Detective Wade Walters and Officer 
Ryan Stinnett. 


Detective Ybarra will be referred to as “AY” and Detective Walters will be referred to as “WW and Officer 
Stinnett will be referred to as “RS”. 


AY: All right, we’re at the ah, National City Police Department. Today is Monday, 

December the 10th. Its fifteen minutes after one in the afternoon. We’re in the conference room at the Investigations 
Division and we’re here just to ah, go over some ah details and some questions that we have from an incident that 
occurred on December 1st of this year at 530 West 21st Street, actually that’s where it originated umm on reference 
NCPD Case number 1-2-0-7-2-4-8. Present in the room with me is ah Detective Wade Walters. I am Detective 
Antonio Ybarra and ah we’re gonna be questioning witness Officer ah Ryan Stinnett. What is your ah, I-D number? 

RS: 4-5-2. 

AY: 4-5-2. All right Ryan umm you’ve had a chance to review your report, right? 

RS: Yes. 

AY: Umm and we simply wanted to know, actually if you can just walk us through the chain of events that led all 
the way up to well refer to ah the person in question is Mr. Martinez. Mr. Martinez being ah strapped on the gurney. 
So how did the call start? Just, just walk us through it. 

RS: Real Readers Digest version, ah radio call came out of ah possible®® in progress at the Deli, that, that 24th 

Street Trolley Station. 

AY: Sure. 

RS: There was ah report the guy had either shot somebody or there was a knife involved so start going on route to 

the call. Ah Sergeant Young advised over the air that he was already on scene. Said he was able to see the suspect or I 
guess, I’m sorry, just before that we were advised that everyone had left to that suspect was alone, Martinez was 
alone inside the business. 

AY: Mmmhmm. 

RS: Sergeant Young got there. He said he saw the guy, had him at gunpoint, didn’t see, he didn’t mention if he 

saw any weapons or anything from Martinez. We started rolling up just in case the guy tried to get out I guess ah 
Sergeant Young said he was like barricaded inside the, inside the deli. So we roll up. I pull up into the, the east alley 
over there off of Wilson. The two thousand block of Wilson I believe or right on that part, just, just north of ah the 
deli. So, when I’m in there, I started to get out of the car and I hear that he had ran out up the back of the business, the 
back of the deli. I was, I heard over the radio someone saying that the guy had started running north, hopped into the 
trolley tracks and was going north so I get back in my car, start driving out and I get in behind ah Corporal Klos. I 
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didn’t know who it was at first but I get behind Corporal Klos unintell we make that westbound turn on to ah West 
18th and then make that first turn onto the on-ramp to go on 1-5, the northbound 1-5. As we’re pulling up on there, 
there’s ah, ah green car and a white pick-up truck parked on the right shoulder of the on-ramp. As I’m pulling right 
there, I immediately see a guy matching Martinez’s description, had a white t-shirt running down the embankment 
from the top of the, where the trolley tracks were. 

AY: Sure. 

RS: Ran down the embankment to the little wooded area, dives into the bed of the truck. Corporal Klos was in 

front so he parked his car fairly close to the bed of that, the, the truck, I had pulled in right behind it. We both get out 
of the car. I had my gun out on him cause he’s supposedly with a gun or a knife so we go to approach the back of the 
truck, Corporal Klos had a weapon out. We go up to the truck, the guys in the, Martinez is in the bed of the truck. We 
give him the command, told him to stay still, put his hands up and his hands, he was kind of you know, even if I was 
lying flat down, his hands kept, kept them up above him like this, he was laying there, somewhat still. I decided since 
Corporal Klos had his weapon out that I pick the holster up and go on and handcuff him. 1,1 climbed over the, the 
tailgate, put my knee on ah Martinez’ back so he wouldn’t move, grabbed his right arm, put his right arm in the 
handcuffs and I tried to get his left arm and he refused to give it to me basically. He started pulling against it and 
resisting and he starts reaching down towards his waistband. Corporal Klos is giving him the instructions to “hey put 
your hands behind your back, get your other hand” refused. Corporal Klos struck him, like a jabbing motion with his 
baton since I was in the bed of the truck and Corporal Klos was still outside of the truck. So he’s jabbing the guy’s 
shoulder. Martinez still wouldn’t put the hand behind his back, he was just kind of pulling it up against his body. He’s 
still not compliant there so I decided to, to punch him, just to try and get same thing, just to get him to stop and 
resisting and put his hand behind his back or give him the commands. 1 hit him in the head cause I’m on his back so I 
don’t really have a body to target. I’m holding his cuffs with his right hand in my left hand while I switched over so I 
didn’t have a whole lot of target so 1 hit him, not positive exactly. It was, it was the back of the head that hurt. I don’t 
know if his head was laying to the left or the right when I hit him but I hit him once, he didn’t respond at all. He 
didn’t react to it. I told him again put your hands behind your back, he wouldn’t give us his other hand. Hit him again 
still nothing. He, he didn’t comply. He just continued resisting. Sergeant Meeks arrived right around that, I don’t 
know if he was there while I was wrestling with him but he have him a dry stun in his back and we were able to get 
left hand back behind his back and we cuffed him up. He, I did a really quick pat down inside the, the bed of the truck 
and rolled him side to side to see if we could find any guns or knives on him. 

AY: Sure. 

RS: I didn’t notice anything on the cursory pad and... 

AY: And then what happened? 

RS: Then I get out of the truck cause it’s an awkward spot to be in there. Climbed out of the back of the truck, 

lower the tailgate. Corporal Klos was and, and just telling him “hey cairn down, we’re going to pull you out of the 
truck now.” I, I we pulled him, we slid him, his feet were already towards the tailgate, his feet were aiming towards 
the back of the truck so we just slid him out towards the back of the truck to stand him up. When we first had him 
out, he wasn’t supporting his own weight, he was just kind of standing, and we’re like, c’mon stand up. He stands 
himself back up. We walk over. Corporal Klos on his left arm and me on his right arm, walked him to Corporal Klos’

hood of his car which was sitting right next to the truck. Corporal Klos started a pat down search more thoroughly of 
the, the left side of Martinez’s body. Once he’s doing that, after he got done with his left side, I did the right side. As 
were doing that, Coiporal Klos started taking his left shoe off. Martinez got really upset at that, he started resisting 
more, started getting really upset and angry with the foot so I was thinking maybe he had something in his shoe that 
he didn’t want us finding. So after Corporal Klos had that shoe off without finding anything, I started taking off his 
right shoe, got that off and he the same thing, just started getting really resistant to us. He was pulling away from us, 
trying to kick at us a little bit. Corporal Klos and I lowered him to the ground, he didn’t fall. We, we put him on the 
ground. Corporal Klos took the, took his head as he was going down and I was standing there above them. As he’s ah 
going down to the ground, he starts to kick at me with his legs again when Corporal Klos was holding him down so I 
kicked at his right leg just try him again, get him to stop kicking me unintell giving the command stop resisting, stop 
kicking. I kicked his leg and then I lowered oh I, I, I took the cartridge out from my Taser since it had worked before. 
Set that on the hood of Corporal Klos’ car, had my£|B 0U t> 8°* down on his, 1 guess his calves his, his lower calves 
with, with the area just below my knee on my chin just to put weight on it to try and hold him down. I, I, I did the dry 
stun off his lower back. Unintell calm down, stop resisting and, he just continued to resist on us so at that point I just 
put all my weight on my hands, holding on to his legs, Corporal Klos was at the head of his body. Sergeant Meeks 
was somewhere on the head of the body, I couldn’t see where I was focusing on his legs. We were there wrestling 
him for a while I know ah Detective Shephard arrived on scene and was helping with the, the legs, was asking if we 
had any kind that, Corporal Klos, 

mean Corporal Shephard took ah Martinez’s legs where I was, relieving me of my spot I went and grabbedfl^^A 
came back. I’ve never tied up someone’s legs so I, I gave it to ah Corporal Shephard for him to do. I took back over 
on his legs, tried tying him up there and the whole time he’s still resisting, lifting up his torso with his hands, even 
with his hands behind his back, he’s lifting up his torso causing hassle for Corporal Klos and Sergeant Meeks. Got 
him tied up, he’s able to slip his legs kind of back out of the cord, black cord I guess didn’t work so well. So he got, 
he got his legs back out of the, eventually we were just holding him down, medics arrived and I’m not sure how early 
they had been there but once, once medics were there and had their gurney out, we picked, we ah, myself and not 
positive which officers grabbed him. We picked him up, put him on the gurney, he’s still kicking, still resisting. I’m 
still holding onto his legs and I still while on the gurney put my right knee, knee on top of his legs just to help hold 
his legs down while the, the fire and medics and I’m not sure who was doing what, were trying to strap him down to 
the gurney. 


AY: Face down or face up? 


RS: Face up. So then yeah, they were dealing with the top I was just watching his legs, 

holding them down and then he’s, they, he stopped, he stopped kicking after a point and then I looked over and that’s 
when I found out that he had been sedated. 


AY: Okay, good. Okay umm, let me umm, ah, I have a couple of questions and I’m sure ah Detective Walters 
gonna have here with you in a second but let’s go back so ah, just to clear a little few things up. So when, when you 
guys go unintell When you guys arrived to the on-ramp Ryan, and you guys were walking up to the ah, 

the bed of the pickup truck, what side of the, of this pickup truck were you? Was he approached from the left or the 
approach from the right? 

RS: The approach was from the left. I was, I was on the left more or less, I was straight behind the truck. I mean I 

was a little bit to the left. You have to say left or right but I was fairly straight behind the truck on the left hand side. 
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Corporal Klos was up more in front of it coming from this position, his car, he was, he was also on the left hand side 
but more towards the middle of the, the truck as we approached. 

AY: So, so now let’s move forward to when you’re in the bed of the truck. You’re in 

the bed of the truck, where’s Corporal Klos standing at? To your left... 

RS: Ah no on, on my left cause still on the, still on that left side of the truck ah on the driver’s side of the truck 

just against, in front of the wheel well so towards the, the cab part of the bed of the truck if that makes sense. 

WW: Kind of, kind of rounded it, if you well. 

RS: Was that the... 

WW: When he came out he kind of, he’s facing it. 

RS: So, l don’t know how to say, this is the bed of the truck and the cabs right here. 

I’m on him here. He, he’s more or less right here towards, towards the cab. 

AY: Okay 

RS: At the front of the bed of the truck cause Martinez was all the way towards the front of the bed of the truck. 

WW: Okay. 

AY: Well what, what did you notice about umm Martinez at that time when you first walked in? 

RS: Inside, well even when I was, when before I got in the truck, he had a cut, he had, 

he had some redness to his, I think it was his right side, I’m not positive honestly what side, I thought it was his right 
side except he had ah, ah small cut. 

AY: Mmmhmm. 

RS: And he was kind of, a little twitchy with ha... with his hands and fingers. 

WW: And that’s prior to you guys even touching him he had... 

RS: Yes. 

WW: He had that injury? 

RS: Yes. 

AY: Any other injuries you saw on him? 

RS: Not that I saw his fist unintell 
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AY: Any blood? 

RS: There was blood around that, that cut. 

AY: Umm while you guys are trying to ah handcuff or why you’re trying to handcuff and your efforts at handcuff 
Martinez, is he saying anything to you? 

RS: He was, he was talking but I honestly don’t know what he said when I was in the truck. I know he was 

resisting and pulling his hands toward us but while, while he was in the truck, l don’t know what he was saying. 

AY: So he was talking, he wasn’t yelling, he was talking? 

RS: Yes. 

AY: What about the ah, the witnesses you described that were standing by? What were they doing? 

RS: The owners of the, the, the truck and that, at first, the truck was empty. There was nobody erratic, notice 

anybody in the truck and the cab or in the bed in this case. The, the green vehicle which was just behind the truck, 
there was a woman and, and two small children. They were in the green sedan I believe when we got there and they, 
at one point, they started exiting. Her and the kids were exiting, kind of watching what we were doing, 

AY: Are they saying anything? 

RS: I didn’t notice them saying anything, no. 

AY: Ah, so you ah, so you stuck him with, it was with a fist? 

RS: Yes. 

AY: To his head a couple of times? 

RS: Yes. 

AY: Ah, you bring him out and when you walk him from the, from the bed of the truck over to Corporal Klos’ 
vehicle, what kind of distance do you guess or estimate that was? 

RS: It was, it was very close. Three, four feet. 

AY: And he did and, and Martinez did this without you having to support him or lift him? 

RS: Correct. 

AY: He did this on his own? 
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RS: Mmm hmm. 

AY: He acknowledged when you guys told him hey, calm down, relax from the arrest, we’re gonna move over 
here or was he just...? 

RS: He was still resisting. He, like say when we first pulled him out, he wasn’t, he just kind of let his legs where 

we, he, he wasn’t putting weight on himself. When we told him, c’mon stand up, he, he, he listened to us to the point 
that he would stand up on his own way. We each had ah, an arm.. I was holding his right arm, the Corporal Klos had 
his left so he, he allowed himself to stand up and he did his own where we didn’t support his weight but he was still 
kind of resisting. 

AY: So you guys take him over to the ah, the patrol car... 

RS: Mmm hmm. 

AY: The front part of the patrol car as you described, right? Is he bent at the waist or how, how, how do you guys 
unintell against that right uninteli 

RS: He’s, he’s facing, he’s facing the patrol car. He’s up towards it a little bit of a bend of the waist. I mean he 

wasn’t on, on the hood of the car. He was standing upright while we pat him down but I mean I guess a little bit of a 
unintell forward from his torso to keep him off balance a little bit more, 

AY: Sure, sure. Ah and what is he saying to you at that time? Is he saying anything to you guys? 

RS: I don’t remember him saying anything at that point, no. 

AY: All right. So then, then you describe to us that Corporal Klos searched his side which was what? The right 
side? 

RS: The left, he, Martinez’s left side. 

AY: Martinez’s left and then, he starts getting a little frigidity when the shoe comes off. You do your side. When 
you remove your shoe, you don’t get to remove the sock, just the shoe, correct? 

RS: Correct. 

AY: Then what did Martinez do again? 

RS: He is just really... 

AY: Is he unintell 
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RS: Starting to pull with his upper body and a little bit trying to kick us and its close, close quarters so he doesn’t 

have a whole lot of room for big movement, and its awkward back behind him since he’s against the car. 


AY: Mmmhmm. 

RS: Can’t really get much behind it but he’s trying to kick at us unintell definitely trying to jerk away. 

AY: And then in an effort to gain a little bit more control over Martinez, what did you guys do exactly after that? 

RS: And I don’t know who actually instigated it at that point, I’m not sure I believe, I don’t know. I know we 

ended up, we’re both holding him on to the, cause we were still hold him during the search. We never let go of him 
because of his kind of resistant attitude. 

AY: Handcuffed right? 

RS: Yeah so we were just still both holding on to him and just lowered him down to the ground, we took him 

down to the ground, face down onto the ground. He was sad, I don’t remember if it was myself or Corporal Klos, I 
don’t remember being said hey let’s do this. It was just kind of... 

AY: When we react... 

RS: Done, yeah. 

AY: Just unintell which makes a lot of sense, we’re good. Umm did you guys literally guide him to the ground or 
did he, did he go unintell face first or did his own weight bring him down? 

RS: No he was guided. We were holding him the whole time so he wasn’t slammed, wasn’t dropped and ah... 

AY: So he, he’s put face down on the ground? 

RS: Yes. 

AY: Then what is he doing? 

RS: Immediately once he’s down on the ground, let’s see I was, Corporal Klos is more up towards his, his head 

and his upper body. I was down by his feet. He started kicking at me. 

AY: At you? Ah, and again is he saying anything to you guys at this, at this point? 

RS: I remember him saying you know, you don’t know who I am. He started saying 

I’m, I’m, I’m Ghost which is his, his moniker. You, you know don’t know who I am. Fuck you guys but and that was, 
I noticed all, the, the majority of his conversation and I didn’t pay much attention to what he was saying but the only 
thing that I remember was those three things once he was down. 
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AY: But next to the patrol car? 


RS: Yeah on the ground, that’s when he’s saying that. 

AY: Did he mention anything about having being harmed or having a weapon? Do you remember anything like 
that? 

RS: I don’t specifically remember him saying that. I know he kept reaching when we were trying to handcuff him, 

he was reaching for his waistband but... 

AY: Was he always face down or did he yell, did he ever try standing up? Did he know unintell 

RS: He was never able to stand up or get on his knees. He was kind of trying to roll a little bit, side to side but he 
was always face down as much as he could, I mean he would turn his hips a little bit as he’s trying to roll but with our 
weight on him he was having trouble. He never got all the way on one side. He was never totally on his side. Just 
kind of, if that makes any sense. He just kind of rolling back and forth as much as he can. 

AY: Do you remember what he was doing with his hands while he’s doing all this? 

Was there anything unintell anything specific you remember him doing with his hands as he’s handcuffed and he’s... 
RS: He’d been reaching for his waistband before and he would still reaching, you 

know, as best he can hying to get towards his waistband but at that point on the ground I, I was, I was on bis legs and 
I was having trouble seeing anything beyond that. 

AY: So you had the lower extremities, Corporal Klos has the upper and then you said 
Sergeant Meeks... 

RS: Sergeant Meeks was up, he was I, I believe... 

AY: Unintell 

RS: No, I don’t, I don’t know. I, I, I believe he was with Corporal Klos, I believe he 

was controlling the upper torso as well but I was, I was right at his ankles and his calves and I was just on that cause 
he was kicking so much that I had both hands and all my weight focused on that so I wouldn’t take a foot to the face. 

AY: Okay when we reviewed the ah, the CAD call, it, it showed that firefighters arrived before paramedics. And as 
best as you could remember, do you remember the firefighters already being unintell at the scene at this time? At that 
point? 

RS: While we’re on the ground with him there, yes. 

AY: They were already there? You don’t, you don’t remember arriving? 


RS: No. 
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AY: Okay ah, and then what happens from there again Ryan so unintell 

RS: So once he’s down, we kind of have him controlled again and the medics got there. I said he had been, he had 

been spitting and I, I heard Sergeant Meeks say something about him vomiting. 

AY: Okay. 

RS: Possibly so we got a spit mask put on him and he was I guess trying to, I heard 

him also saying something about watch out so you don’t get bit and I don’t, I think that was, I think Corporal Klos 
said that to Sergeant Meeks but I, might have that backwards but I think Corporal Klos said that to Sergeant Meeks 
like tell him to watch out for his mouth cause he was trying to bite. 

AY: Okay. 

RS: So we got ah, the, none of us had a spit mask with us and unintell the, the medics brought over a little spit 

mask unintell so they put that on him. Once we got that on him and they had the gurney brought out, we picked him 
up and again I just, I was still like unintell picked him up, carried him over to the gurney, held him on the gurney. I 
don’t know how many of us it was cause I was just still focusing on his tegs so three of us for sure, maybe more 
carried him but I don’t know. 

AY: Good man, you’re doing a great job here. And my last question umm, there towards the end when, when you, 
when you’re describing to us who was there trying to control Martinez as he’s on the ground, you put ah Sergeant 
Meeks there, Corporal Klos and ah Corporal Shephard and yourself. Was there anybody else who helped you guys 
there? 

RS: There were people there but I have no idea if anyone else had hands on him when 

I was helping to hold him down or not. I couldn’t see from my angle. I was just focused on him. 

AY: Thank you unintell 

WW: Is it fair to say you were wearing that uni... uniform similar to that? 

RS: Yes. 

WW: So no question that you guys are the police and anything like that? 

RS: No. 

WW: Same goes for Klos and, and Meeks? 

RS: Yes. 
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WW: Okay umm you've been a police officer for about five years. Have you ever seen me, have you ever gone to a 
call where someone has reacted like this before? 


RS: Yes 

WW: Similar just, under the influence just going crazy like this? 

RS: Yes. 

WW: Okay umm... I'm gonna, the big thing I want to just how he was taken to the ground so, you did a good job. 
AY: Oh and ah medics, who called for medics? You remember who called for medics? 

RS: I don't. I know that they were called. I, I don’t know who, it wasn’t myself. 

AY: It sounds like you were busy. You were just unintell 

RS: Unintell 

AY: Yeah. Someone called for medics, sometime from the minute you guys, you’re in the bed of the truck to when 
•he’s down on the ground, right? 

RS: Yes. 

AY: Somebody called for medics. Anything else you can think ah... 

WW: Unintell 

AY: Oh yeah, oh before we get to that, yeah a good point. Anything else that we didn't 

ask you that you want to tell us that you think we should know? 

RS: No. 

AY: No? All right. For that, that concludes this part now the second part. Ah since ah, every, everybody was 
unintell with the exception of Corporal Klos’ patrol vehicle when we arrived on scene. Oh, one other thing. At which 
point did ah, those two witnesses leave? Do you remember? 

RS: It was. I'm not exact positive. It was while we were down after the, we had already pulled him out of the truck 

and we were on the ground with him. I, I know they, like I said, at some point I seen the ah, the, the female and her, 
and, and two small children, I believe they were her kids out, outside of the front of her car, in between her car and 
the truck kind of, you know not a great spot for have a couple of little kids too so I, I know they were, Sergeant 
Meeks went over and was speaking to her. 

AY: Mmm hmm. 
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RS: I don’t know if he told her to leave, if he asked her to leave or anything that happened. I know he was, he had 

spoken with her. I heard him saying something about getting her name briefly. They left. I don’t remember if, 1 don’t 
remember if they left after he was on the gurney. I think they left before but I’m not positive. 

AY: So it’s fair to say that after the conversation they had with Sergeant Meeks, a short time later they left? 

RS: Yes. 

AY: Okay. Fine that’s all for that. Now, were gonna focus our attention to the ah, the whitedirectly behind 
you? We ah, went ahead and drew up this diagram, very rough diagram of West 18th with the onramp to ah Civic 
Center and Harbor Drive. Umm and the trolley tracks would be running down here at, towards the bottom? 

RS: Yes. 

AY: Going from your left to the right and ah, can you please ah first start with ah, let’s go with the red pen ah 
where ah thefl^^Band that other sedan were parked. 

RS: Unintell 

AY: The, you can be approximate yeah. 

RS: So 1 put theB^^B^ ere * 

AY: Okay. 

RS: And then the, the sedan was right behind it. 

AY: So, okay good, on the right side there oh so where was ah Sergeant Klos, I mean 
Corporal Klos’ patrol vehicle? Do it on the blue. Is there blue there? 

RS: No. 

AY: Here unintell hold this. Alright Ryan. 

RS: So when he came in, he came in and his car was... 

AY: Oh okay. 

RS: Roughly in here. So that’s when he came back more towards the front of that car. 

He came around his. 

AY: Okay what about you, your, your patrol car? 
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RS: I came in so there ah, its right back here behind that, okay that’s why I was at towards the, right there. I came 

out, I was more towards the back, I was still off to the left but more towards the back of the great great ah... 

AY: With the, do you remember where ah the firefighters were parked? Give it to us in 

green please. The rig? 

RS: 1 think the rig was just basically back here at that point but... 

AY: Not too sure? 

RS: A little approximate? No, not, not as sure, I mean positive about really positive 

right so really comfortable where we were but I’m not, I know they were back behind us, I think they were on the 
right side but I don’t know all that and as much, I feel like they were back here. 

AY: What about the ambulance using that same marker. If you unintell 

RS: I think that that unintell ambulance either here or a little bit further back from rolling back to it in here. 

AY: But it was up front, it was to the, towards... 

RS: No it was, it was towards the back, yeah unintell 

AY: Ah and ah, you understand that there was also a couple of other patrol units, maybe some unmarked cars. Can 
you use it in black and just show us where those were parked if you remember? 

RS: I, I don’t know. 

AY: You don’t? 

RS: Just say for certain and ah, and ah there was other cars back in the back behind 

here so that someone blocked off the roadway but I, I don’t know if any unintell 

AY: That’s very good actually. 

WW: That, that makes it a lot easier.

Please refer to Dr. Lucas’ complete autopsy 
report for detailed information.

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SYNOPSIS : 


Manuel Martinez (Suspect) entered the Trolley Side Deli & Minimart located at 530 W. 21 st Street in National City. 
Martinez went behind the front counter and punched the Victim at least two times on the right side of his face forcing 
the Victim to the back room resulting in complaint of pain to his left cheek. Martinez pushed the Victim against a 
freezer resulting in scrapes on the Victim’s shins and complaint of pain to his elbows. Martinez then threw a laptop 
computer striking the Victim on the back of his head. 

Martinez ran to the customer area and tipped over several shelves. As-the Victim ran outside for help, Martinez took 
a pack Camel cigarettes and a lighter from the display rack, opened the pack and lit a cigarette. Martinez also took a 
beverage from the display winch he drank as police arrived on scetfe. 

Martinez fled through the rear of the store and ran northbound along the train tracks to W. 18 th Street where he was 
taken into custody. Martinez was taken to UCSD Medical Center for medical treatment. 

As a result of Martinez* violent behavior during his apprehension, Officer Stinnett and Coiporal Klos sustained some 
injuries, 

ORIGIN : 

On 12/01/12, at about 1016 hours, 1 responded to a call of an Armed Robbery in progress at the Trolley Side Deli & 
Minimart located at 530 W. 21 st Street in National City. NCPD Dispatch advised over police radio that the Suspect 
was reportedly armed with a knife or gun and was still inside the business and unknown injuries to the Victim. The 
Suspect was described as a White or Hispanic male in his 30’s, with tattoos, wearing a white t-shirt and blue pants. 
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Supplemental Report: 

On 12/1/2012,1 was on duty as a National City Police corporal. I was in full uniform and driving a 
marked police car. At about 1018 hours, I responded to assist with a robbery call at the deli in the 
24 th Street Trolley Station’s parking lot. Per the CAD incident, a white male with tattoos, wearing a 
white shirt and blue pants, was barricaded inside the business and a rmed wi th a knife. There was 
also a broadcast about someone being shot or stabbed. I responded from the Plaza Bonita 

mall. 

Upon my arrival at W. 22 nd Street & Wilson Avenue a few minutes later, I heard units broadcast that 
the suspect was running northbound along the tracks. I drove north on Wilson Avenue, but my view 
of the tracks was blocked by large buildings on the west side of the street. I broadcast that I was 
going to go onto the freeway in an attempt to observe the suspect. A moment later, while in the 
1800 block of Wilson Avenue, I saw the suspect running northbound along the tracks. The suspect 
continued running northbound, now on the train bridge that crosses over W. 18 th Street. 

I drove west on W. 18 th Street, then north on the ramp leading to the Civic Center off-ramp from 
northbound 1-5. I paused momentarily at the bottom of the ramp because I could no longer see the 
suspect. Stopped ahead of me, on the right shoulder of the ramp, were two vehicles with people 
in/around them. The vehicles were parked one in front of the other; a pickup was in front (north of) 
the other vehicle. 

The suspect, later identified as Manuel Martinez, ran from the train tracks down to where the 
vehicles were. I thought that Martinez was going to carjack one of the vehicles because of the way 
he ran directly toward them. Instead, Martinez jumped head-first into the bed of the pickup. I 
stopped my police car in the middle of the ramp and ran up to the left side of the pickup. I drew my 
£^Band pointed it at Martinez, who was lying on his back. I ordered Martinez not to move and to 
show me his hands. 

At about this time, Officer Stinnet arrived and climbed into the truck bed to arrest Martinez. We 
ordered Martinez to lie face down and he complied. As Officer Stinnet began handcuffing Martinez’ 
right hand, Martinez secreted his left hand under his body near his waistband. I ordered Martinez to 
show his hand but he did not comply. I grabbed Martinez’ wrist but he resisted by holding it under 
him. I feared that Martinez was going to retrieve a weapon from his waist band to assault me and/or 
Officer Stinnet. Martinez several times in his left side in order S e t 

him to comply and present his hand. dlBHHHi were unsuccessful and Martinez did not 
comply. I drew my flNHHB and Martinez several times in the upper left aim, in order to 
distract him and to get him to comply and present his hand. ^HHHIB were a ^ so unsuccessful, as 
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Martinez still did not comply, and kept his hand under him at his waist. I administered several jabs 
fromfli^^Bho the area of Martinez’ left back. Sergeant Meeks, who had arriv ed on scene, used 
his BB in mode to get Martinez to comply. The ^B^BB ft and 

were ultimately successful and Martinez eventually produced his hand and was handcuffed. 


When we lifted Martinez up off the bed of the truck, I saw that his face was bloody. I radioed for 
fire and medics to respond to evaluate Martinez. Officer Stinnet and I walked Martinez from the 
truck to the right side of my police car. We placed Martinez’ upper body over the hood of my police 
car with Martinez’ feet on the ground. I began patting down Martinez’ left side and I removed his 
left shoe. Officer Stinnet was on Martinez’ right side. Officer Stinnet and I then switched sides. At 
about this time during the pat down, Martinez reached into his waistband and rigidly tensed his arms 
and body. I attempted to control Martinez against the side of the car but he was turning and 
tightening his arms and body while reaching into his waistband. Because Martinez had not been 
fully searched, I once again feared that his movements into his waistband were to retrieve a weapon 
to assault us. 


We took Martinez to the ground to the right of my police car. 

mBHBBBIBBBB Martinez was lifting himself up off the 
ground even with my application of weight. I told Martinez to stop resisting and applied a 
mandibular angle pressure point, which was unsuccessful and discontinued. Martinez continued 
reaching into his waistband, twisting, and had now begun repeatedly saying, “I have a weapon!” and 
saying something similar to, “Do you know who I am?” I repeatedly told Martinez to stop resisting. 

Because Martinez was now violently resisting and making statements that he had a weapon, and 
apparently trying to retrieve something from his waistband, I again feared that Martinez did have a 
weapon. I inserted myfBI^^IBiin between Martinez’ arms and used it as leverage in an attempt 
to get Martinez to move his hand out of his waistband. Sergeant Meeks also used his Taser inBB 
B§mode on Martinez’ wrist area in an attempt to get him to stop reaching into his waistband. This 
was effective and I kept my baton in this position of leverage until Martinez sto pped violently 
resisting. During this time, officers attempted to secure Martinez’ legs with a^^BI^^B 
Sergeant Meeks asked for Martinez to be placed in hinged handcuffs. Since I carry a pair of these on 
my belt, I placed them on Martinez in addition to the chain handcuffs already on him. 

Fire and medics brought up a gurney and we carried Martinez on to it. I assisted with placing the 
gurney’s buckles o ver Martinez’ chest and waist. I heard fire or medic pereonne^ayin^Aat

opening his airway, while another medic was checking Martinez’ carotid pulse, saying that there was 
a pulse present. Medics cut off most of Martinez* clothes, which I later impounded. 

Martinez was placed in the ambulan ce. A few mome nts later, I heard from Sergeant Meeks or 
Officer Stinnet that fire/medics were on Martinez in the back of the ambulance. 

Sergeant Meeks directed me to take photo graphs of Martinez. I went to th e ambulance, opened the 
rear doors, and saw fire and/or medic staffMartinez. I took one 
photograph before the ambulance started moving. Medics in the ambulance told the driver to stop 
because I had opened the doors. I was told that they needed to depart so I got down from the 
ambulance and it drove away to the hospital. 

Later in the day, I, along with Sergeant Meeks, Officer Stinnet and Officer Estabrook and his K9 
partner, checked (with negative results) the area north of the train tracks from the 24 th Street trolley 
station looking for a weapon that may have been dropped by Martinez. 

After checking the tracks, I retrieved IHHHI from the inside of my police car and gave it to 
Sergeant Leach. 

As a result of the incident, I suffered soreness to my right hand, a small cut on my right index finger, 
and an abrasion to my left knee.

SYNOPSIS ; 

Manuel Martinez (Suspect) entered the Trolley Side Deli & Minimart located at 530 W. 21 st Street in National City. 
Martinez went behind the front counter and punched the Victim at least two times on the right side of his face forcing 
the Victim to the back room resulting in complaint of pain to his left cheek. Martinez pushed the Victim against a 
freezer resulting in scrapes on the Victim’s shins and complaint of pain to his elbows. Martinez then threw a laptop 
computer striking the Victim on the back of his head. 

Martinez ran to the customer area and tipped over several shelves. As the Victim ran outside for help, Martinez took 
a pack Camel cigarettes and a lighter from the display rack, opened the pack and lit a cigarette. Martinez also took a 
beverage from the display which he drank as police arrived on scene. 

Martinez fled through the rear of the store and ran northbound along the train tracks to W. 18 th Street where he was 
taken into custody.

As a result of Martinez’ violent behavior during his apprehension, Officer Stinnett and Corporal Klos sustained some 
injuries. 

ORIGIN : 

On 12/01/12, at about 1016 hours, I responded to a call of an Armed Robbery in progress at the Trolley Side Deli &

was reportedly armed with a knife or gun and was still inside the business and unknown injuries to the Victim. The 
Suspect was described as a White or Hispanic male in his 30’s, with tattoos, wearing a white t-shirt and blue pants.

As he arrived at the W. 18 th Street overpass, Martinez went into the bushes on the west side of the tracks. Shortly 
there after, Corporal Klos advised he was taking Martinez into custody.

Detective’s Supplemental Report 


Callout ; 

On December 1 st , 2012 at approximately 1407 hours, I received a telephone call from Detective Ybarra who 
requested my assistance regarding a suspect who committed a robbery and sustained injuries as he tried to flee from 
the police and fought with the a rresting officers. The suspect i dentified as Manuel Martinez, was transported to 
UCSD Medical Center and hadDetective Ybarra requested I contact Detective Nagle 
and meet with him at an address in the 1700 block of Grove Street, National City to search Martinez’ residence. 

Investigation ; 


I telephoned Detective Nagle who requested I meet him National City. On December 1 st , 2012 

at approximately 1502 hours, 1 arrived on scene and met with Detective Nagle, Officer Doughe rty, and Investiga tor 
Di Zinno. 1 stood in t he li ving room area w ith a femal e and male who were identified to me 
(Mother (brother of^^HB while Detective Nagle, Officer Dougherty, and 

Investigator Di Zinno conducted a 4 th waiver search of the Martinez’ residence. Refer to their supplemental reports 
for any further information. 


Afterwards, Detective Ybarra assigned me to speak with one o f the paramedics that treated Martinez. On December 
l sl , 2012 at approximately 1613 hours, 1 met with American Medical Response (herein known as AMR) Paramedics 
Prietto and Hluz at NCPD. I escorted Prietto into interview room #1 and Investigator Di Zinno escorted Hluz into 
interview room #2, which are both within the investigations division. The interview rooms have a motion sensor and 
automatically records (video/audio) any interviews in the rooms. I later transferred the interview recording of Prietto 
onto a DVD and impounded it for evidentiary purposes at NCPD Property Room. The following is a bulleted 
summary of Prietto’s statement. Refer to the DVD for Prietto’s statement in its entirety. 


Statement of John Joseph Prietto : 


* Prietto is works for American Medical Response as a paramedic, Prietto has been a paramedic for 
approximately 5-years, 

* On December I st , 2012, Prietto and his paramedic partner, Ahmed Hluz were on duty as paramedics. 
Prietto recalls receiving a pager call to respond to W. 18 th Street cross of Wilson Avenue. Prietto does 
not recall what the call for service as for. 

* Prietto was the driver, arrives on scene and parks behind a police car. Prietto recalls seeing a 
firefighter who request a backboard and restraints. 

* Prietto saw the patient (herein known as Martinez) face down being held down by several police 

officers."'Prietto saw Martinez strugglin g with the police officers; therefore, Prietto went back to the 
ambulance to the safety of the police officers, firefighters and

paramedics. Prietto told me that it is a county protocol a 

patient who is uncooperative with police/fire/paramedic personnel. 


• Before walking back to the ambulance, Prietto heard someone talking about placing a “spit sock” on 
Martinez. When Prietto got back to Martinez he saw Martinez wearing a “spit sock.” 



• Prietto walked back to Martinez’ location and saw police/firefighters placing restraints on Martinez. 
Prietto heard Hluz ask, “Is he still breathing?” Prietto does not know who; however, someone 
responded “Yes,” and then someone asked to monitor his breathing. Shortly thereafter, Hluz asked to 
get an air bag ready. Prietto ran back to get an air bag and as he started to run back, he noticed 
Martinez was being carried to the ambulance. 


Martinez was placed into the ambulance and an EKG monitor was placed on him. 



(driven to UCSD Medical Center. 
Once at UCSD Medical Center, transfer of care was given to hospital staff. 


On December 1 st , 2012 at approximately 1705 hours, Detective Ybarra requested Lspeak with one of the National 
City Firefighters that responded out to the scene, where Martinez was taken into custody. There were several 
National City firefighters in the waiting area of the investigations division. I met and escorted Fire Captain Mark 
Gundert into interview room #1. I later transferred the interview room recording onto a DVD and then impounded it 
for evidentiary purposes at NCPD Property Room. The following is a bulleted summary of Gundert’s statement. 
Refer to the DVD for Fire Captain Gundert’s statement in its entirety. 


Statement of Mark Gundert (witness! i 

• Gundert is a firefighter and holds a rank of Captain with the National City Fire Department. Captain 
Gundert has been a firefighter for 35-years. 

• On December 1 st , 2012, Captain Gundert was in uniform and on duty. Captain Gundert and his 
firefighter crew received a radio call to respond to W. 18 th Street and Wilson Avenue at approximately 
1030 hours. Captain Gundert recalls the call for service was evaluate a patient for law enforcement 
personnel. 

• Captain Gundert estimates it took approximately 3-minutes to respond to the scene. On arrival, 
Captain Gundert saw three police officers trying to holding down a subject (herein known as Martinez) 
who was on the ground, handcuffed and struggling with the officers. 

• Captain Gundert saw blood on Martinez’ face and saw Martinez rubbing his face on the asphalt. 
Captain Gundert saw several detectives arrive on scene and a “spit mask” was placed on Martinez. 
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• Paramedics arrived on scene and brought a gurney to them. Captain Gundert observed as police and 
fire personnel place Martinez onto the gurney face up. During this incident, Captain Gundert saw 
Martinez continue to struggle with police/fire personnel.

Captain Gundert told me that giving Verced is a county protocol for combative patients. Additionally, 
Captain Gundert said, the actions taken by police/fire/paramedics appeared to be the norm for 
Bjjjj^Bpatients.
